Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As previously stated, Parker teaches polyamide 
in the s ams and Fuller shows that alcohol soluble polyamide as adhesives are used in belts, which is the same chemical structur as 
Applicant. As previously cited, col. 15, lines 33-36, Fuller teaches alcohol soluble polyamide. The same chemical structure is taught, 
therefore one would expect the same chemical structure to function as an adhesive. The rejection is valid since the technological art of 
electrophotography is present in all the applied references, hence motivation to combine exists. 
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
